The history of Tech is related 
closely to the rapid industrial ex¬ 
pansion in the Calumet that fol¬ 
lowed World War I. The school 
started in 1919 with one pupil 
when F. S. Barrows established a 
vocational course in one room of 
the old Central school at Fayette 
street and Hohman avenue. 

It was based on the idea that 
most people use their hands as 
well as their minds throughout 
life and that training both was 
necessary. Thus was born the 
idea of training for a skilled 
trade by actual experience as 
well as classroom subjects. 


The school grew rapidly and in 
1922, the Hammond Technical 
Vocational High school was es¬ 
tablished. A year later it was 
moved to Russell street. Enroll¬ 
ment rose so rapidly that it was 
necessary to build an addition in 
1925 for a girls' department. 

During the period from 1930 
to 1950, three annexes were 
built to house shops and gym 
facilities. It was evident in the 
early 1930's that a new building 
would be needed, but it was years 
before even plans were drawn. 
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The new Tech is a tribute to 
the foresight of the Director, Mr. 
Fred E. Benson. He in turn gives 
the credit to the faculty, to the 
board of school trustees, to the 
superintendent of schools, and to 
alumni and friends. Working to¬ 
gether has produced a good 
school; further co-operation will 
make a great school.

Mr. James B. Campbell came to Tech at the invitation of Director 
F. S. Barrows on March 28, 1927 to head the Plumbing and Pipe-fitting 
work in the new Vocational School. Twenty-four years later March 28, 1951 
all of the first students got together and planned a real party in honor of 
Mr. Campbell. As part of their expression of appreciation and esteem some 
very fine luggage was presented. Among those present were: Joe Gregas, 
Byford Davis, Harry Cavan, Delbert Dominick, Elliott Johnson, Robert Mat- 
thies, Joseph Matovina, Henry McAuliffe. 

Until recent years when ill-health prevented, Mr. Campbell was known 
far and wide as "The Tech Fan No. 1." His interest in Tech and the wel¬ 
fare of "his boys" was his primary concern. 

Would you like some intimate glimpses into his past? Well, here goes: 

It is rumored that one of his most prized possessions is a piece of goal 
post labeled H. H. S. vs. Tech 1934; plumbing shop was once known as 
"Athletes' Haven''';',some one accidentally? knocked the legs from under a 
chair and Mr. Campbell landed on the floor accompanied by a small hurri¬ 
cane; a leading official of the Big Seven threatened to "toss him out of the 
ball park" for calling the official a "horse thief", a chorge which is vigor¬ 
ously denied because horse thieves steal only after dark; Mr. Campbell is 
affectionately known as "Pops" or as "Jimmie" to his thousands of well- 
wishers and friends; Mr. Campbell was never known to turn down a boy who 
wanted just "one more chance" to make good; his daughter, Edith, is a 
graduate of Tech, Class of 1931. His granddaughter also graduated in 1944, 
Ada Rinehart.

THE 1950 TIGERS 


The 1950 season was a good season in every respect. We were going 
strong until we lost to Washington. We handed Washington this one on fum¬ 
bles. They got 24 points in six minutes as a direct result of seven fumbles 
deep in our own territory. We lost to Clark and Lew Wallace because the 
boys suffered a "let down" after a tough Roosevelt game in which Tech led 
7 to 0 for three quarters, only to be tied in the last quarter by a hard fighting 
Rough Rider Team. The Tigers came back strong on a bitterly cold Novem¬ 
ber night to hand Hammond High its worst beating of the year 13 to 0. It 
was the first time the Wildcats had been held scoreless all year. The run¬ 
ning of John Sowa and Joe Bafia, the passing of Mike Cyganowski and 
receiving of Dick Lee, plus the savage tackling of John Kuppinger and Paul 
Werner were the main features of this game. 

Gene Garastik scored when he picked up a Hammond fumble and ran 
30 yards for a touchdown. He scored the same way in the Roosevelt game, 
going 70 yards for this one. 

Captain John Kuppinger, Joe Bafia, Larry Sartini, Captain-Elect John 
Sowa, Paul Werner, and Gene Garastik received favorable comment and 
recognition from newspaper men, coaches and players all over the state for 
their fine football ability. Sowa was considered the best punter in the state. 

Coach Carlson in speaking of the 1950 team and season has this to say; 
"I think this bunch of boys will always remember this season as one of the 
greatest opportunities they have ever had. I'll always figure that we were 
only two touchdowns and seven fumbles away from a crack at the state 
championship. They were certainly a fine group of boys to work with and I 
sincerely believe next year's squad will be every bit as good.
